Tests Show the Value of Fresh Air Schools 

THAT school ohildrea who are Uught In freeh-alr classrooms adTanee more 
rapidly in their etudiea and make greater Improvement in weight and 
strength than children In regular claasrooms Is a coaelttsloa demoBStrated 

by Frank H. Mann of New York be- 
fore the aociologtcal section of the 
National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis. The 
speajter reported on a series of ex- 
periments carried on Jointly by the 
New York committee on the preven- 
tion of tuberculoala and the board of 
education, in which three groups of 
ohildren were studied to note the of- 
ttet of ffesh air upon them. 

In one group the ehUdrea were 
placed In fresh-air dassee and were fed 

during achool hours with milk and eraekera morning and afternoon; in the 
seoond group the children were left in the ordinary cl^aaroom under regular 
eoBdItiona. Bvery effort was made to eliminate or equalise In the compari- 
son such variable factors as age, home conditions, physical condition, school 
oondltlona, nativity, etc. The two groups of children in the frenh-alr claaaes 
were all undernourished and anemic at udnil.ssion. 

The results of this experiment, extending from September to June, 
showed that all of the poorly nourished and anemic children in the freah- 
air classes gained in weight, red corpuscles in the blood, general nutrition 
and physical tone. The gainn wore inaile for the most part Independently 
of the home environment and of the flnanclat conditions of the cblldren'a

Effort to Stop Traffic in Habit-Forming Drugs 

IN A desperate effort to stop the traffic in hablf-forming drugs In the United 
States, such as opium, cocaine, morphine and heroin, ( ongresa will, within 
the next few weeka, ^lace upon the statute books a law that Is more drastic 

than anything ever before attempted 
along this line. Thia law. the con- 
alderatlon of which by the senate com- 
mittee on flnanoe has been delayed 
for many months, will require that 
every person who imports, manufac- 
tures, sells or gives away opium, mor- 
phine, coca leaves, cocaine or any of 
their derivatives or preparations shall 
reglater his name with the collector 
of internal reventio of the district. 

Further, hti shall not sell tbia 
opium, cocaine, heroin or morphine 
except In pursuance of a written order on a form to be Issued In blank for 
that purpose by the commissioner of internal revenue of the United Statca 
treasury department. This order shall be kept on file for a period of two 
yeara by the dealer so that It may be acceaalbla for 'inspection by federal 
and aute offlclala. The purchaser Of these drugs must keep a dopUcate of 
the form for similar Inapectlon. 

In other worda, If a cltlsen is addicted to the use of opium or cocaine, 
aad purchases either of theee drugs, he must be on public record aa a drug 
■end aad the dealer on record aa a person who Is willing to sell to the 
unfortunates. The law will make certain exceptions In the use of these 
drugs for purely medicinal porpoaes wbea procured on a written prescription 
from a phyaldaa.

Acres and a( res of llic huRe plants 
can be seen growiiiK on the great 
haclendaa. The trunk of the plunt la 
a pineapple-shaped bulb with roots 
widely spread out into the ground, 
Thia bulb Is called the "coiaion*^ or 
heart, and ooualns within a soft veg- 
euble pulp. Trom the outside huge 
blades 10 to II feet long radlaU. 
armed along their edgee with sharp, 
strong potnta. and culminating at the 
top in a longer and atronger apike. 

Heing a desert plant, the maguey 
requires none of the cultivation and 
care that la necesaary In the cultiva- 
tion of other cropa. From the time of 
Ita planting until the sap rlsea in ita 
heart uma or no attention la necea> 
M»r. m aattlBg out a plantation the 
Mexican dividee his land into 16 or SO 
sections. One of thMe sections he 
plants at one time, another at another, 
until he has so arranged the tract 
that one bunch of magueys will ma- 
tare one year, the next bunch the en- 
aulng year and ao on, until a aort of 
continuous chain of pulgue producers 
eztat. giving un hn-xhaustiblc supply 
year after year, and an equally iuex- 
hauatible supply of dlnaro to the own 
ar ot the hacienda. No plant, however, 
wiU give forth sap uotu iu tenth 
year, and than only upon the very eve 
of blossoming. It Is rarely allowed

The Mexicans have a favorite coup- 
let extolling the virtue of thia plant, 
which says: 

Comlfla. brbtda, 
Caan. y vratldo. 

Thia means that the maguey plant 
la "food, drink, house and clothing." 
Such an assertion is a little exagger> 
ated, but it Is a fact that from the 
maguey one can obtain pulque, te- 
quila, an Intoxicant somewhat reaem- 
bllng Scotch whisky; mescul, like 
tequila, but stronger; fuel, thatching 
material for the adobe hut and needles 
and thre.id. Hy carefully cutting off 
the sharp apIke at the top of each 
maguey blade and following the strong 
flber which extends from It to the 
heart of the plant, sewing material of 
a rude sort la obtained. The poverty- 
atrlckea Indians in the valleys of Mex- 
ico use this priaiitlve needle and 
thread extensively. 

When sap time comee the aap gath- 
enr cuts into the bulb from the top 
and digs out the corason a few Inches. 
He then covers the cavity with a mag- 
uey bliide und KO(!s to the next plant, 
whirl, tie treat In a like manner. 
Within two or three hours he returns 
to the first plant and Ilnda the bulb 
QUed with sap — aqua mlel, or honey 
water, It la called. Into this he dips 
the small end of a queer receptacle 
mode from the Meilcaa govrd. It la 
really a rada siphoa. He sucks the sap 
into the gourd. Then he opens a large 
bag made from the skin of a pig. which 
he carries on hia ahoulder, and pumps 
the sap into it from the siphon. 

When newly taken from the bulb 
the sap Is thick, white and sweet and 
tastes something like sweet cider. In 
thia atate, while not yet pulque. It la 
very agreeable and not the least intox- 
icating. 

For three or fOnr months rope at ed 
visits are made to every plant tapped 
aad tha s|ip wlthdiawa. When the laat 
drop had been taken from It the great 
plant droopa. ita bladea sag to the 
ground and It becomes a dirty brown. 
It Is then dug up and hauled away to 
t>e used as fuel and thatching and. 
perhaps, nt edles and thread. 

One load after another of this agua 
mlel the (gatherer gathera In the pink 
pigakin to the building on the hacienda 
when the pulque is made. It la poured 
Into vata made of cowhide. The hair 
aide ot the hide is uppermost, so that 
the liquor is poured on the hair. 

A small quantity of fermented sap 
la placed with the freah, and soon a 
great white foam forms on the top and 
rl.ses Into a sort of pyramid as fer- 
nteiitutlon Is complete, it Is u thick, 
sour liquid, sickening to one who has 
not culti\ated u ta.ste for It, There Is 
nothing tl'at can be couijiared to the 
taate of pulque, nor, (or that matter, 
to Its amell. That la usually enough 
for most visitors to the country. But 
It Is said that good pulque, after one 
haa grown accustomed to it. is an ex- 
Oeedlngly agreeable beverage. 

Once fermented, the pulque is load- 
ed on the haeienda'a own trains and 
shipped to its destination. Often a 
peon will own a few maguey plants 
somewhere, and it Is a common slight 
In the City of Mexico to aee one of 



them driving a diminutive burro laden 
with two pigskins full of the "liquor 
divine," or. It he doean't own a burro, 
he carriea the palque fliled skin oa his 
back to the cantlna. 

When It la flrst shipped pulque la no 
mon harmful or IntoxicsAlng than real 
light beer, and it Is said to bs bene- 
fldal to those suffering from liver and 
Btomach troubles, iuit no sooner does 
It reach the large ciiles than the work 
of adulterating it begins. Water la 
used sometimes. In the majority of 
cases, however, It is heavily doped 
with extract of jiroson weed, which 
makes It exceedingly Intoxicating Two 
glasses of it will make a man roaring 
drunk. And to this cau|ie are traced 
largely the degradatloa and misery of 
the peon class. 

This dragging oontli^ues despite the 
attempta of the government to pro- 
hibit it The Indiana, after having ac-

quired a taate tor the doped pulque, 
refuse to driafc the unadulte ra ted prod- 
uct. 

I'antinaa, or puhjue stioim. ran bo 
found on almost every corner, and 
oacb one glories In a pictureaque ti- 
tle. Inaldo they are gaily decorated 
with paintings of aalnta. uaually ot "La 
Vlrgen do Oaudalupe." and with pic- 
tures of a religious nature. 

Pulque is the never-failing lieverage 
of the servant class of Mexico. Any 
carj;ador, or porter, upon delivering a 
package, will give forth grievous algha 
aa If entirely worn out and end by re- 
questing "Unos centavoa, aeuor, para 
mi Bguita."— "a tew cents tor the Uttlr 
water." 

The ownera of aome of the large 
haciendas live like feudal lords on 
their vaat eetates. Ths/ have a large 
retinue of aervanU and rotalners. 
They aro men ot great wealth and 
power. Bach hacienda Is a little town 
in Itaeir. with Ita collection «t adobe 

houses and htores, all the property Ot 
the owner of the ranch.

eOMINQ OF THK KINGDOM. 

LESSON TBXT-lAika n:»tl. 
OOLDBN TBXT-"Lo, the Kingdom ef 
God ta within you." I..uka 17:tl. 

I. The Kingdom Preaent, vv. 20, 21. 
The Pharlaees held some peculiar 
Ideas about the coming of the king- 
dom. Contrary to their ideas there 
are no special outward signs to herald 
Ita coming. The word "obssrvation" 
V. 20, la an aatrenomlcal one and aug- 
gests that the kingdom waa to come 
in a bodily abape from the aky. a cur- 
rent expectation on ttie part ot the 
Pharisees. 

In answer to the boastrul I'harisees 
(r. 20) Jesus plainly told them that 
he himself Is the kingdom, ^nd that 
that kingdom was In their midst or 
"aamng you." see (v. ID margin. 
Their qseotlon was a flippant one, one 
of qnbellef, and to It Jdsiis makes a 
characteristically brief, but clear re- 
ply, that partook of the nature of a 
rebuke. The kingdom v.ould not 
come with trumpets and drum. They 
could not say, "\jO here' lo there!" 
Its coming was not to be Bpectac\ilar, 
arresting the attrntlon of some who 
In turn brotuiht It to the attention of 
others. Tie authorized rendering 
"within you" does not Imply that the 
kingdom already existed In the indi- 
vidual lives ot his'-queetloners. Sub- 
sequent teaching of Jesus shows that 
he here rafero to another and a flnal 
coming of the kingdom, at the time of 
the flnal coming of the son of man. 

II. The Visible Son ef Msn. vv. 
22-24. The klni;dom in its outward 
form was rejected by the .lews, .lohn 
1:2(^ In its spiritual form it Is 
now In the hearts of believers (Rom. 
14:17). but he who waa rejected with 
contempt will one day be sought after, 
though in vain, Matt 23:37-89. Dur- 
ing the time of his absence many shsll 
claim to be Christ (v. S3), but we 
are not to believe such claims. His- 
tory has abundantly proved and ful- 
fllled thia prophecy. When he really 
comes there will be a -sudden publicity 
(V. 24), that shall fla^h from one cor- 
ner to the other of the heavens, Matt. 
24:27; then "every" eye shall behold 
him." -So shall the aon of man be 
in his day." Thia Instruction Jeaua 
gives to his disciples. Men ahall 
aeareh for him, a time when he ahall 
not be present aa he then was. After 
the false ones will come a day of 
revelation when the Whole heavens 
will reveal him and all will knotr It. 

FInsllty of Evsnts. 

III. The Dsy of tha Son of Msn. vv. 
25-37. Hefore that day comes, how- 
ever, he must suffer and be rejected, 
but following that rejection men will 
marry, carry on merchandising and 
merriment as In the daya of Noah 
and those of Lot. In the daya of Noah 
and of Lot there came a audden halt 
In these activltlee and a Judgment of 
flood and lira, even so "after the same 
manner shall It be in the day that the 
son of man is revealed." v. SO. This 
refers t^ the (Inallty of events when 
the kingdom of God comes by way of 
Judgment. Here .lesus sets his seal 
upon the lruthfulii«>SB of these two 
events whlcli p'-eef».led his first ad- 
vent. If they be not true then he Is 
a false teacher. Like as men dis 
credit those events they likewise would 
set aside hia teaching about his hpc- 
ond advent. Many claim that verau 31 
refen to the destruction of Jeru- 
salem; the context to us dearly dis- 
proves any nuch interpretation. 
Veraea 32 and 33 must be taken to- 
gether. The folly of Lot's wife turn- 
inc liacV; Is all too apparent, but If 
we are to t^a'.u true i'fe we must lose, 
ti'm our liacks upon worldly life. 
AttentioS haa been called to the fact 
that the word "lose" iv. :;;') the 
ono ordinarily translated 'destroy,- 
proving that the JUble word "deatruc- 
Uon" does not mean annihilation. We 
might .well call veraea 34 and 35 the 
account of a "alleat migration." At 
his flrst return there will be some 
strange separotions One taken, an- 
other left. Such separations often 
hnv(» been realized wfon men accept 
Chrlat: when Chrlsti.ir.s flnd them- 
seUes separ.iied from their old coiii 
panlc-ns. for his sakt, but most of ali 
twill be when Christ shall buret upon 
the world at hia aecond coming -leaus' 
reference to the "body" (v. 37) means 
the dead and corropt state of things 
and "the eagles" to the Instraments 
of Judgment 

Summary. Quite emphstically this 
pa.nsnRe is a teaching on the aubJect 
of the CMUiing of the kingdom of God. 
That kingdom came when Christ came 
in xrace It will eonie when he cornea 
in JudKiiieni It Is coming constantly 
between Uie two advents. Remember 
his reading of Isaiah's prophecy, l.iike 
4:18, 19: cf. Isa. 61:1-9. In his first 
advent he did come to preach the ac- 
ceptable year, the year ot grace. That 
day is still with us. In hia aecond 
advent he will proclaim .the day of the 
vengeance ot Ood. He will estshllsh 
the kingdom. «UI build the waste 
p^cea and raise desolations. Today 
the kingdom of Ood la among us In 
power through the presence of Chrtat 
by the spirit In the living church. 

To the Pharlaees he said: ".Neither 
shall they say. lo hero! lo there! for 
the kingdom la In your nildat." To 
hia disci plea he aald: "They ahall aay 
lo there! lo here! go not away nor 
follow them." We cannot locallie the 
kingdom. On an addent Syrian frag- 
ment the words ot Luke 1:33 read, 
"and to his kingdom there shall be 
no frontier." On the Hps of the Phari- 
seea, kingdom kaeant a political or- 
ganisation and empire. With Jssua it 
meana a aplritual realm universal in 
extent, a rule of rigliteouaneBa and 
peace and Joy in the holy aplrit Wlien 
be appears all will inow and know- 
that others know Whott men say 
that the kingdom of Ood Is to be 
somewhere and suddcall sad perfect^ 
ly aei up. they are vrtlg. 



CANADA'S PLACE 

AS^APMOUCER 

Canada Is Qstting a Great Many 
Amarloani. 

"Three young provinces, Manitoba, 

Baskatchewan, and Alberta," says a 
New York financial Journal, "hare al- 
ready made Winnipeg one of the great 
eat primary wheat markets of tb 
world. In 1904 they raise, i s.ooO.OC 
bushels of wheat. Flv» yi.-ars latei 
they produced 150,000,000 buahels. In 
1918 the crop approximated aOO,OMr 
000 bushels. At the preeent rate of 
progrees Canada oust sooa paaa 
Prance and India, aad stand third la 
the line ot wheat producers. Ulti- 
mately it will dispute with Russia and 
the United States for the flret^posltlon. 
Wheat baa been tho pioneer of our 
development. Undoubtedly it will 
prove the same with Canada. In the 
last calendar year our trade with Can- 
ada amounted to 4!«7 million dollars. 
Only with two countries — the United 
Kingdom and Germany — is our trade 
greater. No vivid Imatlaation la 
needed to see what (ha futon deval* 
opment ot Canada oisaas to tha 
people ot tha Uattad Btates. 

The taifluz ot Afnertcan setttors to 
the Canadian prairies is now in, full 
awing. Within the past few daya 
over 80 of those arrived at Basaano 
carrying with them effects and capital 
to the value of $100,000. Fifty settlere 
from Oregon arrived in Alberta a few 
days ago; while 15 families of aettlen 
from the state of Colorado arrived at 
Calgary on their Journey noVthw^ 
The goods and personal effects of . 
party fliled SO box oars. Ot live st 
alone they had 178 horses, IS cm 
and t,(MIO head ot poultry. Anonar 
class of settler has arrived at Peers, 
110 miles west ot Bdmonton, where no 
fewer than 200 Oerman farmers have 
taken up land. These are from good 
farming famlllcH and brought "With 
them a large amount of capital. 

Then In South Wc«ncrn Saskatche- 
wan, there aro large numbers settling, 
these from tlie t'nited States predOBSl- 
nating, while in the northern and cen- 
tral portions of all these provlncee, 
the settlement of new people le 
on steadily. Early in April. 
Ooerts arrived la Cardiff after a ite- 
day Journey from McPherson, Kanaas. 
Mr. Ooerts who bad purchased land 
here was in charge of a party of S8 
people from the same part of Kansaa 
and they came through v.lth a special 
train which Included all their atock 
and Implements. The equipment waa 
rU Rock Island cars, and was the first 
full Immigrant train ever sent out by 
that railroad. The farnie puwhsasd 
by the memben Of the party 
amongst the best In the dlstactot. 

When the Panama ezpoeltton 
next year any of the three transooa* 
tlnental lines In Canada wlU make 
convenient means of transport for 
those going to viait. and In doing 
ao agricultural diatriets of Western 
Canada can be seen, ;uid ocular dem- 
onstration given thot>o who have heard
